If those higher Intelligencés, not clog- 
ged by our fetters of flesh, look down 
upon this spinning ball on whose wrin- 
kled skin we human ants run about on 
our little errands of brief life what a 
speetacle is spread before their curious 
gaze this day! 
~ Nineteen hundred years of Christianity, 
education, invention and political and so- 
cial eXperiment have resulted in an_in- 
sanity of slaughter and destruction; in 
maniacal hatreds; in sentiments that 
would ‘shock many savages;-in constant
